heavy demands are received from all 
over the country for this co-opera­ 
tive work. 
Early in the year offers 
of co-operation of the work far ex ­ 
ceeded the number which the D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture had funds and 
men to meet, and there are at the 
present time nearly two hundred and 
fifty counties throughout the country 
which desire to co-operate with the 
Government in the work, but which 
the Department cannot undertake at 
the present time.

W ilson and h is cabinet m em bers and 
th e adm inistration leaders in congress, 
after furth er conferences ou th e cur­ 
rency bill, find th em selves in substan­ 
tial agreem ent on th e p rincip les of th e 
m easure. 
It is understood th at one of 
th e ch anges m ade in th e bill at th e 
suggestion of th e p resident was in re­ 
gard to th e com p osition of th e federal 
board of control. As p rinted and orig­ 
inally agreed to, th e bill p rovided for 
th e ap p ointm ent of th ree m em bers of 
th e board by th e p resident with th e 
consent of th e senate, th e election of 
th ree by th e federal reserve banks, 
and th e rem aining th ree w ere to be 
ex-officio m em bers, th e secretary of th e 
treasury , th e secretary of agriculture 
and th e com p troller of th e currency . 
Th e ch ange th a t h as been made in 
th e bill is in th e direction of giving th e 
p resident g reater p ower over th is fed­ 
eral reserve board, wh ich will control 
th e issuing of th e new treasury notes 
to th e federal reserve banks.
